1946.  Bob  Marshall,  Electrician's  Mate,  Second  Class,  returns  home  to  find  that 
the  REA  Co-op  in  his  community  has  failed  to  build  electric  lines  out  to  his  farm 
because  he  lives  in  an  isolated  area,  too  far  removed  from  the  main  line  He 
and  his  three  neighbors  are  cut  off  from  electrification  because  the  REA  Board 
of  Directors  (farmers  all)  believe  that  putting  up  four  miles  of  construction 
work  in  order  to  reach  four  families  would  not  be  good  business.  The  Board  is 
finally  persuaded  by  one  of  its  members  that  REA  Co-ops  are  in  the  business— 
not  for  profits,  but  for  service.  The  Board's  action  strengthens  Bob's  faith  in 
his  country  and  the  democratic  way  of  working  together.
